FARM VALUES INCREASE 


STATISTICS OFFICE SUBMITS 
INTERESTING FIGURES 


The Average Value of Occupied Farm 
Land in the Dominion is Placed at 
$38.60—The Lowest Value is Shown 
for Alberta, and the Highest for 
British Columbia—Average Rate of 
Wages Shown for Farm Labor. 


Ottawa.—The census and Statistics 
office give out a statement on farm 
land values, the values of farm ani- 
mals and of the average wage paid 
farm and domestic help. The statis- 
tics are based on the reports of regular 
correspondents in every constituency 
in the Dominion. 

The average value of occupied farm 
land in the Dominion is placed at 
$33.60 as against $35.70 last year. 
All the provinces except Prince Ed- 
ward Island and British Columbia 
show slightly increased values over 
last year. This upward tendency is 
due to the increased market value of 
all kinds of farm products, The lowest 
value, $20.46, is shown for Alberta, 
and the highest, $73.44, for British 
Columbia. Values are high in the last 
named province, owing to the com- 
paratively large extent of farm land 
there in orchard and small fruits. — 

The average value of occupied 
farms in Manitoba shows an increase 
of $1.64, in Saskatchewan $1.14 and 
in Alberta an increase of $2.26 per 
acre over last year. In four of the 
provinces the value is over $30 per 
acre, being $32.07 in Prince Edward 

Island, $30.50 in Nova Scotia, $43.37 
in Quebec, $50.22 in Ontario and 
$73.44 in British Columbia. In New 
Brunswick the average is $23.77, in 
Manitoba $28.94, in Saskatchewan 
$21.54, and in Alberta $20.46 per acre. 

Although the values of farm ani- 
mals are very close to those of last 
year, yet they show a steady increase 
for al classes in all the provinces. 
The average value of horses at the 
end of the year is $49.29 for those un- 
der one year old, as against $46 last 
year, $106 as against $100 for those of 
from three years and over, Horses of 
the last class have the highest value

In the Maritime pro- 
vinces they have a value.of $31, in the 
Northwest provinces $30, in Quebec 
$33, in Ontario $40 and in British 
Columbia $51. These averages are 
generally close for all the provinces, 
the lowest value being in New Bruns- 
wick and the highest in Ontario and 
British Columbia. 

The average wages during the sum- 
mer season for competent farm hands 
is $23.69 per month for males and 
$11.08 for females, exclusive of board, 
and per year $226.29 wid $116.98 for 
males and females of the same class. 
These figures are for the native born; 
the wages for immigrants are lower. 
The avernge value of board per month 
is placed at $10 for males and at $8 
for females.

Alberta Leads in Prison Reforms 

Edmonton.—In an attempt to se- 
cure the betterment of conditions of 
prisoners in the provincial and Do- 
minion jails throughout the country, 
Rev. Dr. Chown, general secretary of 
the temperance and moral reform 
league of Canada, is in the west for a 
few weeks and visited Edmonton. 
His efforts are toward the object of 
securing more outdoor work for pris. 
oners in the provincial jails instead of 
of the great amount of indoor work to 
which the prisoners are subjected at 
the present time. 

That the Alberta eet leads 
in the movement to better conditions, 
was pointed out to Dr. Chown by 
Premier Rutherford. The premier 
told the general secretary that in all 
cases where provincial gaols were be- 
ing established in Alberta sufficient 
propetty was being purchased to al- 
ow of prison farms to be established 
and henceforth farm work would be 
the chief labor in which the prisoners 
in provincial gaols would be engaged. 


Extension of Veterans’ Warrants 


Winnipeg.—Word was received from 
Ottawa by one of the officials of the 
South African Veterans’ Association 
that the locating warrants issued to 
veterans have been extended two 
years, until Dec. 31, 1912, The veter- 
ans have been agitating for this 
chanes: for a long time, and the news 
will received with general satis- 
faction. One efféct of the change is 
that veterans will probably be able to 
locate in the Peace River country, 
which has not been opened for settie- 
ment, but will be within the next 
couple of years. An immediate jum 
in the price of warrants is expected. 
They are now selling at ‘from $600 to 
$700, and it is predicted that they 
will reach $1,200, A curious feature 
of the veteran scrip business is that 
many of the warrants have passed 
out of the hands of those to whom 
they were originally issued. 


American immigration to Canada 

Washington.—More than $90,000,000 
worth of American goods were export- 
ed to Canada last year. That at least 
is the effect of emigration from the 
United States to Canada in 1909, ac- 
cording to the report of United States 
Consul Conant, of Windsor, Ont. 

The total number of emigrants from 
the United States for the year was 0,- 
148, and the Canadian immigration 
commissioner has estimated that the 
uverage wealth of these American set- 
tlers was $1,000.

The front opposition bench 
will also have the same occupants as 
before.

He 
chose to write in English because ho 
believes in the predominance of that 
language. It is Meta! for stu- 
dents of a religion to which they are 
alien to accept the statements of one 
of their own faith regarding it, instead 
of going to a “‘true believer” for his 
version. The absurdity of this is a | 
parent when the case is reversed. No 
one would consider it possible to get | 
a true view of Christianity out of the 
bet of one of its opponents. 

In “The Spirit of Islam” a fascinat- 
ing account is given of the great Arab- 
ian reformer himeelf, and of the sub- 
sequent philosophic and _ scientific 
developments in Saracenic scholar- 
ship, through which, by its influence 
in Spain and elsewhere, the founda- 
tion of modern European civilization 
was laid. In chemistry, physics, 
astronomy, history, mathematics, mu- 
sic, and other branches of knowledge 
the Saracens were centuries ahead of 
the rest of Euro When the Chris- 
tians were burn ng people in Euro 
for not believing in a flat earth the 
Saracens were teaching geography 
with globes. 

In economics and the humanitics

In order to enter 
the kingdom one must have the right- 
eotsness described In the last lesson— 
not our own by any deeds of the law, 
but that which fs through the faith of 
Christ, the righteousness which is of 
God by falth (Phil, il, 0. If this 
righteousness is truly ours it will be 
manifest in our lives to the glory of 
God, ané the whole life will be simply 
and only and always a desire for God's 
approval. Thus the light will shine 
befure men and God will be glorified. 
According to the scribes and I’barixees, 
righteousness consisted of giving and 
penyer and fasting, but it was all to 
obtain honor froin men (Matt. xsill, 5); 
{t was not from the heart unto the 
Lord. In the lesson today our Lord 
takes these three things and teaches 
that those who seek the praise of men 
may get honor from’ men, but that is 
all they ever will get.

was settle), and so try to get an ami- 
cable solution, instead of settling 
the matter without referring to 
either the farmers or legislature, he 
appeared at his weakest, he resent- 
ed having his actions criticised and 
made a vain attempt (to get sym- 
pathy because he was not allowed 
to stump the country to support 
him in the position he had taken, 

If any hostility was removed and 
a change of heart brought about in 
ranks of the association, it was done 
hy the per onal eanvass and in- 
fluence brought to bear by those 
who were induced by the govern- 
ment or government officials who 
are anxious to seo this matter quict- 
ly settled in their own way. 

As a mover of the resolution that 
the agricutlural college should be 
placed where all kinds of diversified 
farming could be exemplified, I 
pointed out that T had only one 
object, and that was that the farm- 
ers, who were the only people 
directly concerned, should settle 
this matter, and, if the farmers, 
after considering the matter, when 
both sides had been fairly presented 
for and against, choose Stratheona, 
then T have nothing further to say, 
but Tcontend that facts and facts 
alone should he placed before the 
farmers, who could then form their 
own opinions, as farmere are not so 
wanting in intelligence as some peo- 
ple who want to railroad this mat- 
ter through, think. 

T also stated T took the stand on 
the principle ‘that the farmers of 
Alberta, who form 80 per cent. of 
the population, should demand their 
right to settle the question £0 
thoroughly theirs, and not be domi- 
nated hy two men- acting froin 
motives of selfishness and loealisiy. 
T éxplained how influences had been 
brought to bear and attempts made 
to get one to drop the question and 
was told it would he policy to do 
so, that notwithstanding the matter 
had been settled in an irregular 
way, it was just as well to let tle 
matter drop and to make the best 
of it; but T do not intend to let the 
matter drop until justice is done to 
the farmer and the province, 

The premier said one reason why 
he chose Strathcona for location, 
was that of economy, and IT asked 
what kind of economy the premier 
meant when he took $150,000 to 
pay for a site, when it was well 
known that free sites were offered 
for the agricultural college and uni- 
versity, 

If it were necessary to buy, satis- 
factory sites could have been secure? 
for, at most, one-third of the 
amount used, and it seems remark- 
able that the premier should have 
hit upon asite that exactly fitted 
the appropriation, when he stated 
in his budget speech delivered in 
March, 1907, in this connection: 
“T may inform the 
have not selected a site as yet. Tt 
has been our duty as a government 
to make a selection of sites in other 
eases, and we hope the selection, 
whenever it may be made, will give 
entire satisfaction to the people of 
the provinee.”’ Tt seems strange 
having the apnropriation of $150,-: 
000 that he should have been able, 
wnnided, to find a site for the uni- 
versity to exactly fit this amount. 
but he quite forgot to enquire if it 
gave ‘‘entire satisfaction to the peo- 
ple of the provinee.’’ 

The actual working cost of a uni- 
versity controlled college or other- 
wise has heen shawn to be in favor 
of the college standing alone, as 
Prof. Miott explained Jater.

SEAL. HUNTING. 
Eskimo Methods In Dealing With the 
Wary Creatures. 

Writing of far northern hunting 
methods, Harry Whitney thus de 
scrites In Outing bow Eskimos kill the 
wary seal; 

“Many é@eals were seen on the fresh 
made ice, and Kiseeyou, my head man, 
expressed a desire that I take charge 
of bis dog team while he stalked some 
of them.
